TEXAS 



Rockwood, Texas, July 19, 1905. 
Adair County News: 

Perhaps it would 
be of interest to some of the 
readers of the News to hear from 
this part of Texas. 

Coleman county is a beautiful 
country well timbered and water- 
ed, well timbered here means 
plenty of fire wood and post tim- 
ber. Not much timber is used in 
this country,— houses are small 
and nothing is used in fencing 
but barbed wire and a small mes 
quite post. 

This county is a very fine farm- 
ing country; you can raise almost 
anything that grows. We have 
had plenty of rain this season, 
crops are out of sight. Corn will 
make 10 barrel per acre, wheat 
from 20 to 40 bushels, oats from 
50 to 100 and advanced cotton, 
one half to a bale per acre. We 
can't tell yet what the whole crop 



will make, as some is just coming 
up. Does it pay a man to farm 
in this country? One man can 
cultivate sixty acres of cotton, 1 
to make one half bale per acre 
he would have thirty bales at 
fifty dollars, making $1,500 clear 
as the seed pay for picking, gin- 
ning etc. (Compare this with 
tabacco. ) There is a large crop 
this year. The new comers have 
put in a great deal of fresh land. 
A large pasture of over 100,000 
acres have just been opened up 
for settlement. This is a grand 
opportunity to get a home. The 
price ranges from three to twen- 
ty dollars per acre. This coun- 
try is also well supplied with 
mineral, coal is found almost any 
where along the Colorado river 
and oil in the eastern part of the 
county. This has been a great 
cattle country but the ranches 
are being cut up for the benefit 
of home seekers. Thoroughbred 
cattie are fast taking the place 
of the longhorned Spanish breed. 
Roping is fast going out of fash- 
ion but it is quite a show to an 
Eastern fellow to see a cow boy 
take in after a big four-year old 
and fairly ground and tie him, 
ready for branding, all in eight- 
teen seconds. 

This is a great place for the peo- 
ple to have picnics, roping con- 
tests and ball games. 

Well I will close with an invi- 
ation to you all to visit Texas.

4. No stock will be permitted to enter the ring except under 
bridle, halter or perfect control of groom, except herd. All stock un- 
der two years old must be exhibited under halter. 

5. No animal of age, in the class of brood animals, that has not 
produced, shall receive a premium. 

ft, The age of all horse stock shall date from the first day of 
January in the year it was foaled; all other stock shall date from act- 
ual birth.

Alfalfa Soil.

Otherwise, like many new crops, 
it would have been tried wideb- 
and carelessly, and then aban- 
doned as hopeless. Thorough 
preparation has given results, 
and this crop has come to stay. 
But the rather rapid increase in 
area is due to care in selecting 
land for seeding, and especially 
to thorough fitting. If the idea 
is gotton that alfalfa is the right 
crop for thin lands that lack fer- 
tility for other crops, or for heavy, 
wet land, the failures will bring 1 ' 
the crop into disrepute. I have ' 
seen fine alfalfa on heavy clay 
land, but the fertility must be" 
present to start it, and there;' 
must be fair drainage to hold it a 
profitable length of time. — Cor. ' 
National Stockman.

New York with Brooklyn combined 
has 132 square miles of territory, 
served by 2,604 carriers, an increase 
I of 128 since January, 1904. Philadel- 
I phia has exactly the same area as New 
' York and Brooklyn, but has fewer car- 
I riers, 1,147, an increase of 40 during 
j the past year. Boston has 95 square 
miles and 357 carriers, an increase oi 
33. Cincinnati has 65 square miles 
and 301 carriers, a very slight in- 

Baltimore has not increased its car- 
rier service, probably on account of 
I the fire. It has 357 carriers, covering 
' | an area of 55 square miles. Washing- 
ton, or the District of Columbia, once 
known as "the city of magnificent dis- 
tances," still has 49 square miles of 
territory, served by 259 carriers. This 
is only four square miles less than 
New Orleans, which city gets along 
with only 125 carriers. It has a great- 
er area than Indianapolis, which has 
31 square miles and 117 carriers, and 
greater than Minneapolis, 38 square 
miles, 195 carriers, than St. Paul, 43 
square miles, 143 carriers, or than 
Buffalo, 42 square miles, 246 carriers. 

Wichita, Kan., has almost a freak 
service of 43 square miles and only 
22 carriers, but its postal receipts 
measure up well, amounting to $110,- 
306. making the percentage of cost of 
free delivery 17.94. 

Pennsylvania, the birthplace of our 
postal system, has the distinction of 
having the two costliest free de- 
livery offices— Nanticoke, with four 
carriers, whose pay amounts to 55.18 
per cent of the gross receipts, and 
Plymouth, with six carriers, costing 
R4.l4 oer cent, of the gross receipts.
